Temporal  Work 

This  work  appertains  to  the  care  of  the  church  property, 
keeping  it  in  good  condition,  opened,  heated  and  lighted  and 
clean,  for  the  various  meetings,  preparing  and  serving  the 
meals  to  the  men  in  the  pews  and  general  care  of  all  the  prop- 
erty and  the  work  connected  therewith,  and  is  no  small  or  easy 
matter.  It  is  in  charge  of  the  Hall  and  Purchasing  Committee, 
in  whom  no  fault  can  be  found. 


The  meals  are  served  in  the  pews  by  the  Redeemed  Men 
of  the  Association,  who  are  always  glad  and  willing  to  thus 
assist  in  lifting  up  and  encouraging  their  fallen  brothers,  and 
often  their  former  associates  and  comrades  in  sin  and  misery. 
They  do  it  cheerfully,  and  often  throw  in  kind  words  or 
remarks  of  good  cheer,  of  uplift  and  encouragement  as  they 
pass  the  sandwiches  and  coffee. 
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Our  platform  is  very  capacious  and  reserved  for  you.  Your 
presence  would  cheer  us.    Visitors  are  welcome. 


The  breakfasts  are  served  Sunday  mornings  at  8.30,  No- 
vember to  April  inclusive,  and  consists  of  four  corned  beef 
sandwiches  (made  large,  into  two,  for  convenience  in  making 
and  serving),  and  three  cups  of  coffee,  with  milk  and  sugar, 
at  a  cost  per  man  of  4%  cents,  or  a  total  cost  of  a  breakfast 
to  850  men  of  about  $42.00. 

The  suppers  are  served  every  Sunday  night  at  7.30,  and 
consists  of  one  large  Dutch  cake,  equalling  four  ordinary  ones, 
three  cups  of  coffee,  with  milk  and  sugar,  at  a  cost  of 
cents  per  man,  or  a  total  cost  of  a  supper,  $30.00.  In  hot 
weather  iced  tea  is  substituted  for  coffee,  making  the  cost  of  a 
supper  $22.00,  or  2%  cents  per  man. 

Two  objects  are  in  view  in  supplying  these  free  break- 
fasts and  suppers :  First,  to  supply,  often,  the  famishing  needs 
of  poor,  unfortunate  men ;  second,  to  bring  them  under  the 
influence  of  the  Gospel  and  make  them  feel  that  somebody 
cares  for  them,  in  their  dire  distress,  and  wishes  to  encourage 
them  to  better  things  and  a  higher  life  in  the  religious  sense, 
which  always  follow  these  meals.  It  is  wonderful  with  what 
satisfaction  and  evident  enjoyment  these  men  listen  to  the 
Gospel  and  singing  after  their  hunger  has  been  appeased,  and 
the  satisfying  of  their  hunger  very  often  creates  in  them  a 
longing  desire  for  the  spiritual  food  which  follows. 

During  the  year  ending  October  31st,  19 14,  there  were 
408  meetings  held  with  an  attendance  of  111,212,  of  whom 
59,495  were  given  a  breakfast  or  supper,  and  by  this  means 
brought  under  religious  influence  and  instruction.

"He  that  partaketh  of  the  Bread  and  the 
Water  of  Life  shall  hunger  and  thirst  no  more,"  and  this  was 
the  case  with  many  who  came  to  us  for  sympathy  and  help 
during  the  past  year.  They  have  been  rescued  and  saved,  and 
many  reunited  with  their  families,  are  happy  in  the  new  life 
in  Christ  Jesus  our  Lord.

New  Year's  Services 

The  usual  New  Year's  Day  services  were  held,  commenc- 
ing with  a  watch  meeting  on  the  evening  before.  Doors  of 
the  Association  were  opened  in  the  morning,  at  7.30  o'clock, 
and  the  main  room  and  a  good  part  of  the  galleries  were  soon 
filled.  Religious  services  were  carried  on  until  2.30  o'clock. 
At  11.30  the  dinner  of  roast  turkey,  most  of  it  paid  for  by  a 
few  friends  of  the  Association,  was  served  in  the  lower  room 
in  relays  of  225,  until  1025  had  their  hunger  appeased,  after 
which  they  again  entered  the  upper  room,  the  religious  services 
being  continued  all  the  while.  From  2.30  to  5.30  a  very  enjoy- 
able entertainment  was  given  to  the  men,  which  was  wonder- 
fully enjoyed  by  them.  Immediately  following  this  came  the 
twilight  services  until  7.00  o'clock,  in  the  gloaming,  without 
lights,  which  was  very  solemn  and  impressive.  About  300 
audible  requests  were  made  for  prayer. 

The  twilight  services  were  followed  by  a  supper  to  the 
men  and  religious  services  until  10  o'clock. 

It  was  a  happy  day  to  many  a  poor,  discouraged,  sinsick 
soul,  in  that  he  resolved  with  the  help  of  God  to  lead  a  new 
life,  as  it  is  in  Christ  Jesus  our  Lord,  and  he  went  out  with  a 
new  hope  and  a  new  ambition,  determined  to  make  success 
of  the  part  of  life  still  left  to  him,  and,  judging  from  what 
many  have  said  in  our  subsequent  meetings,  they  were  rescued 
and  saved  through  the  acts  of  Christian  kindness  and  encourag- 
ing words — they  looked  it.  We  feel  that  the  cost  and  labor 
were  well  rewarded  on  New  Year's  Day. 

During  the  past  year  40S  meetings  were  held.  The  total 
attendance  was  111,212,  of  whom  59,495  were  served  with  a 
charitable  meal.  This  was  the  means  of  getting  these  men 
under  the  influence  of  the  Gospel.  7373  were  forward  for 
prayer  to  God  that  He  would  pardon  their  sins,  and  rescue 
them  to  Himself.  Many  others  requested  prayer  for  them- 
selves, a  great  many  requests  from  the  visitors  in  the  galleries 
and  on  the  platform. 
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This  is  the  largest  work  of  its  kind  in  the  world.    It  is  unique. 


Many  seeking  God  in  earnest  supplication,  that  He  would 
pardon  their  sins  and  accept  them  to  Himself.

who  return  to  their  home  and  friends,  or  who  go  out  into 
religious  work  elsewhere.  This  man  is  now  engaged  in  evan- 
gelistic work  in  Atlanta,  Ga.  Also  another  letter  received, 
telling  of  the  influence  of  this  letter  when  it  was  read  in  a  sub- 
sequent meeting. 

I  am  going  to  take  a  text,  "A  Sinner  Saved  by  Grace." 
These  words  are  in  general,  so  I  will  change  them  to  read: 
"I,   — ,  a  prince  of  sinners,  saved  by  the  greatest  Phy- 
sician this  old  world  has  ever  known."  The  old  life  changed 
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Men  come  here  who  won't  go  elsewhere — this  is  our  chance  to 
reach  them. 


for  the  new,  which  means  the  old  desires,  pleasures,  pur- 
suits of  the  sinful  life  changed  for  new  hopes,  ambitions, 
aspirations.  The  black,  murky  clouds  rolled  back,  cleared 
away,  and  the  bow  of  hope,  of  promise,  born  of  God,  flood- 
ing the  soul  with  life,  light  and  joy. 

Could  I  wield  the  brush  of  an  artist  or  the  pen  of  a 
ready  writer  what  could  I  not  reveal  to  you  of  the  dark 
past,  blighted  and  stained  with  sin.  As  I  turn  back  the 
pages  of  my  past  life's  history  and  read  the  record,  how  I 
cry  out  with  one  of  old — unclean!  unclean!  and  turn  with 
loathing  from  the  scenes  unveiled  before  me.  There  are 
those  that  knew  me  only  too  well  in  the  dark  days  gone  by 
who  can  bear  witness  to  my  statements  of  the  dark  past. 

There  may  be  some  like  myself  who  "looked  upon  the 
wine  when  it  was  red,  when  it  gave  its  color  in  the  cup." 
But  a  time  came  when  it  felt  the  sting  of  the  serpent.  I 
felt  its  deadly  pangs  enter  my  soul.  Hope  died  out  of  my 
life,  and  as  I  looked  about  I  could  see  nothing  but  a  yawn- 
ing abyss  of  misery  and  despair,  with  no  eye  to  pity  and 
no  arm  to  save.  The  very  blackness  of  darkness  seemed 
to  engulf  me,  and  fiends  of  the  bottomless  pit  seemed  to 
laugh  and  gloat  over  my  misery  and  helplessness,  and  yet 
tighter  did  they  wield  their  fetters  that  bound  me. 

Everything  that  had  ever  seemed  bright  had  changed 
into  leaden  clouds  of  hopelessness.  In  this  condition  of 
mind  and  body,  after  having  wandered  hither  and  yon, 
seeking  rest  and  finding  none,  on  Sunday,  January  18th, 
1914,  found  me  hardly  knowing  where  I  was  going  or  what 
I  was  doing,  indifferent  to  everything,  entering  the  Sun- 
day Breakfast  Association.  I  shall  never  think  otherwise 
than  "That  One"  overruling  Providence  directed  my  steps 
to  that  lighthouse,  from  which  shone  a  beacon  light  of 
God's  love  and  hope.  Taking  the  only  vacant  chair,  "The 
Voice"  which  controlled  the  waves  of  the  storm-tossed 
Galilee,  spoke,  through  the  voice  of  a  woman,  one  of  His 
very  own  words  that  brought  calm  to  this  weary,  sin-sick 
soul.  A  peace,  heaven  born,  seemed  to  fall  as  a  mantle 
upon  me,  and  I  could  say:  "My  Father,  take  this  tired  child 
and  fold  me  to  Thy  great  all-loving  heart."  I  who  had  been 
so  long  in  bondage  had  at  length  came  down  to  the  Red 
Sea  bank.  Then  I  resolved  to  take  God's  hand  and  allow 
Him  to  lead  me.  The  Father's  hand  rolled  back  the  waves 
of  earthly  things  and  led  me  into  the  Promised  Land  of 
deliverance  from  that  which  had  cursed  and  blighted  my 
own  life  and  the  lives  of  loved  ones. 

Out  of  the  embers  of  hope  that  had  burned  low,  yes, 
they  had  well-nigh  gone  out,  this  same  woman,  through 
whose  life  the  Master  spoke  His  very  words,  was  prompted 
to  take  this  poor  man  into  her  home  that  it  might  bring 
back  memory  of  bygone  days,  and  in  that  home  there  arose 
the  brightness  of  the  new-found  hope,  courage,  peace,  all 
born  of  God. 
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We  do  the  real  work — come  and  give  us  a  lift.  To  save  souls 
is  our  object. 


Since  that  day  it  has  been  my  one  desire  and  purpose, 
fixed  and  earnest,  to  praise  and  magnify  "The  Power"  that 
was  able  to  save  a  prince  of  sinners  like  me. 

With  this  heaven-born  peace  which  is  filling  my  soul, 
comes  the  determination  that,  with  the  help  of  God,  I  will 
strike  on  the  right  and  on  the  left  with  all  my  God-given 
powers;  therefore,  "The  rum  traffic,"  which  blighted  my 
own  life,  soul  and  body,  and  is  drawing  so  many  into  the 
whirlpool  of  destruction,  yes,  so  long  as  God  gives  me 
breath  and  reason,  I  will  fight  this  foe,  which  is  slaying

more,  yearly  than  all  the  cruel  wars  have  ever  killed  on  field 
of  battle  and  carnage.  So  cry  aloud  and  spare  not  shall 
be  my  watchword  and  ensign.  The  God  Whom  I  serve, 
whom  I  love,  will  strengthen  me  in  every  effort  I  put  forth 
for  the  rescuing  of  the  perishing.

Report  of  the  Committee  of  Music  and  "The

The  music  of  the  Sunday  Breakfast  Association  is  far 
above  the  average.

Club  of  Good  Cheer,"  is  fully  appreciated.  Many  of  the  poor 
unfortunates  come  after  the  concerts  to  thank  the  talent  for 
giving  them  new  hope  for  a  better  life,  as  one  of  the  men,  one 
evening,  stepped  to  the  platform  and  said :  "We  from  the  shady 
side  of  life  want  to  thank  those  from  the  sunny  side  of  life 
for  bringing  sunshine  into  our  lives." 

Not  one  who  has  assisted  at  these  concerts  has  failed  to 
express  their  willingness  and  desire  to  come  again.  We  have 
programs  many  times  at  our  Sunday  services,  and  especially 
on  Wednesday  evenings,  that  are  quite  equal  to  those  given 
in  our  churches  and  at  high-priced  concerts.  With  the  con- 
tinued help  of  those  in  musical  and  literary  circles  and  on  the 
lecture  platform,  we  hope  to  continue  the  great  good  accom- 
plished by  the  "Club  of  Good  Cheer."  We  shall  give  our  first 
concert  on  the  first  Wednesday  of  December,  and  invite  every 
one  to  come  and  see  and  hear  for  themselves.  We  heartily

Bible  School 

The  Bible  School  opened  its  thirty-second  term  on  the 
first  Sunday  afternoon  in  November,  and  continued  until  the 
close  of  the  winter's  season  of  the  Association,  on  the  last 
Sunday  in  April,  under  the  superintendence  of  David  J.  Lewis, 
whose  health  has  failed,  which  we  sincerely  regret.  He  will 
be  unable  to  resume  the  work  in  the  autumn.  Henry  F. 
Walker  takes  his  place. 

In  the  twenty-six  sessions  of  the  school  there  were  in 
attendance  7654,  with  20  teachers.  1017  of  those  in  attend- 
ance asked  for  and  sought  prayer  for  themselves,  many  of 
them' kneeling  in  contrition  for  their  sins  and  in  tears  crying 
unto  God  in  prayer  for  forgiveness  and  help.  We  have  seen 
and  experienced  in  the  school  great  results  from  sincere  men 
for  a  righteous  and  better  life,  many  accepted  the  Lord  Jesus 
as  their  Saviour,  and  went  from  the  old  church  new  men  in 
His  name.  The  good  seed  has  not  always  fallen  on  stony 
ground,  neither  have  the  fowls  of  the  air  come  and  devoured  it, 
nor  has  it  all  sprung  up  quickly  and  perished  because  it  was 
sown  on  thin,  poor  (shallow)  ground.  We  know  much,  very 
much  of  it  has  been  sown  in  good  soil,  and  has  already,  and 
will  continue  to  grow  and  flourish  and  bring  forth  an  abundant 
harvest,  not  only  to  those  who  have  received  the  good  seed, 
but  by  them  will  be  sown  in  other  ground,  and  the  harvest  will 
continue. 

$60.24  was  given  by  the  teachers  and  friends  of  the  school, 
which  supplied  a  treat  to  the  men  at  Christmas  time  and  an- 
other at  the  close  of  the  school. 

The  school  is  self-supported  by  its  friends  and  teachers. 
Lodgings  were  supplied  to  219  men.

The  Apollos  Union  was  organized  twenty-nine  years  ago, 
for  the  purpose  of  gathering  the  redeemed  of  the  Association 
for  mutual  help,  advancement  and  Christian  fellowship,  to 
encourage  one  another  to  and  in  a  higher  and  better  life.  This 
branch  is  in  charge  of  H.  F.  Walker. 

Meetings  have  been  held  each  Monday  night  with  a  good 
attendance.
